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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 and 12-14 (renumbered as claims 1-13, respectively) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, 12 and 14 (renumbered as claims 1, 1 1 and 13, respectively), 
the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose a mobile station and communication 
system wherein the mobile station itself controls its transmission power based upon a 
transmit power controlling signal sent from the radio base station. Where upon receipt of 
the transmit power controlling signal from the radio base station, the mobile station 
generates a reference value for calculating a control amount of transmission power for the 
mobile station based on the received transmit power controlling signal and the quality of 
the received transmit power controlling signal. This reference value is then used to 
generate a variation amount of the transmit power of the mobile station so that the 
transmit power of the mobile station is controlled according to the variation amount. 

The most relevant prior art of record, specifically, Tiedemann (US # 6,96,867), 
Chen (US # 6,067,458 & US # 6,512,925) as well as Gilhousen (US # 5,056,109), 
Honkasalo (US # 5,995,496) and Soliman (US # 6,101,179), all disclose mobile 
station/device transmission power control methods done via a base station where the 
bases station controls the transmission power control and inherently adjust the 
transmission power needed of the base station itself. Or, any mobile station transmission 
power control is done via the base station, inherently, the mobile station changes the 
power of the signals being transmitted based on a downward control signal from the base 
station. None of the references cited, alone or in combination disclose controlling the 
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transmission power of the mobile station is done at the mobile station by itself. More 
specifically, transmitting, by the radio base station a transmit power controlling signal for 
controlling transmit power of the mobile station and generating by the mobile station, a 
reference value for calculating a controlling amount of transmission power for the mobile 
station based on the received transmit power controlling signal from the radio base 
station and the' receiving quality.
